Also making the move will be the 
Food Stamp offices presently located 
at the Farm Center complex in New 
Brockton. All persons requiring food 
stamps will now be required to re 
port to the new facility. 

Smith also noted that all child 
support payments will now be made 
at the new offices 

Final inspection of the new facili 
ty was conducted by county, state 
and local DHR personnel on Mon 
day so that the move can take place 

The new building contains 13,200 
square feet and was constructed at a 
cost of approximately $478,000.00 
There are 40 rooms/offices in the fa 
cility and it will house approximate 
ly 37 workers, 

According to Smith this building 
and its design, the first of its kind in 
the state of Alabama, will be used as 
a model for future DHR buildings to 
be constructed in the state 

The following services will have 
offices in the building: Public Assis- 


tance & Child Support, Adult Servic- 
es, Child Protection, Children's Ser- 
vices, Community Resource 
Services, and Food Stamps. 

Anyone needing to contact the 
DHR for any of the services provid- 
ed or information can call 347-5865 
beginning September 25th, 

Smith expressed his appreciation 
to the Coffee County Commission 
and their cooperation in helping the 
DHR obtain the new building. He 


also noted that State of Alabama of-

A formal dedication ceremony for 
the new building will be held at a lat- 
er date to be announced by DHR and 
county officials.

Mayor Jim Driskell noted that 
when a person found guilty of a traf- 
fic violation is allowed to pay his or 
her fine off in payments, the city is 
the last to receive its portion of that 
fine. He stated that this places a 
hardship on small towns such as 
New Brockton and he felt that the 
courts should be made aware of this

For Steve learning job skills is sec- 
ondary, “I love to read and write and 
the college experience affords the 
opportunity to gain some knowledge 
I didn't have that benefits my writ- 
ing.” 

He goes on, “It (returning to 
school) has something to do with a 
dream, My ideal profession would 
be to write - books, articles, etc. I re 
alize this is a longshot but | am pur 
suing. In school I am studying to 
teach English, a program that com- 
pliments my desire to write. I also 
think that teaching will provide an 
environment conducive to writing

“I've always thought that if I can- 
not write I would like to teach, Com- 
municating what I know comes easy 
for me and I covet the rewards of 
waiching someone learn and grow,” 
he adds, 

Reflecting on his return to college 
Steve says, “Age doesn't matter. | 
have an aunt who earned her second 
master's when she was 67 years old, 
You are going to learn anyway and it 
only makes sense to do so in an envi- 
ronment that is going lo pay you 
back as in earning a degree.” 

“An education provides some in- 
langibles that you really can't de- 
seribe but that are very important to 
one’s feeling of self-worth. You get a 


value that you can't eam any other 
way. | wouldn't pull out and quit 
now for anything.”

The Elba Tigers faced a "must win" last Friday night in Louisville and 
handled the improved Red Devils without any problems as they posted a 
big 38-6 win to even their record at 1-1 and go 1-0 in Area 2 action, While 
the win was casy and the Tigers definitely showed improvement over the 
week #1 loss to Daleville, I'm still not convinced that Elba was as bad as it 
looked in the opening loss and may not be as good as it looked against 
Louisville, 

In the win over Louisville, the Tigers scored six touchdowns, but the 
longest scoring drive of the night was only 57 yards, while the other scoring 
drives covered 44, 21, 17, 8 and 1 yards, T know that the defense came up 
with some big plays that made it easy for the offense and that the offense 
did still have to get the ball into the endzone; however, the Tiger offense 
never really took control and made mistakes that stopped drives, 

Greg Thigpen had a big night as he rambled for 132 yards on 17 carries 
and scored two touchdowns, all coming in the opening three quarters, and 
he showed both speed on his 29 yard touchdown run and power as he bulled 
over Louisville's big defensive players for big gains, Thigpen is a power 
back and as a junior has to be one of the top underclassmen around, Jamie 
Brockton had a solid night at fullback and ran over the Devil defense on an 
8-yard scoring run, while Perry Stinson looked good late at fullback and 
displayed both power and speed, as did Teddy Burks, who may be a future 
Standout just waiting for his chance to get in the spotlight. 

Joel Kirkland tossed a pair of touchdown Passes, one a beauty to Marcus 
Tyson, and seems to be coming into his own, Kirkland was expected to be 
one of the Tigers top passing quarterbacks in years, but had little experience 
and must gain that experience while assuming the role of the offensive lead- 
er of the team, A hard job, to be sure, 

Tyson pulled in a 23-yard touchdown pass that broke the game open just 
before the half and almost broke a couple of kicks, returning two punts fora 
total of 63 yards. Tyson was expected to be the Tigers’ big play man offen- 
Sively and he showed last week that before long he may be ready to assume 
that role. 

The offensive line took its lumps in the loss to Daleville, but came off 
the ball well and showed confidence and improvement against the huge 
Louisville defensive line. The offensive line is still young and inexperi- 
enced, but playing against folks like Daleville and Louisville (which 
weighed about 240 pounds per man across the front) should get youngsters 
ready in a hurry and in a couple of games these youngsters will be seasoned 
vets, 

Over on defense, the Tigers seemed much more aggressive against 
Louisville and came up with a ton of big plays that helped the offense light 
up the scoreboard, Brian Reedy was the “hit man" on defense and really 
popped the Red Devil backs, while Teddy Burks was a hitter in the secon- 
dary and Perry Stinson came up with two interceptions. Bryce Phillips went 
both ways, but never slowed down and was a dominating force on defense 
as well on the kicking team, where he was always the first one downfield, 
The defense did give up some yardage in the middle and at times got 
knocked back by the Louisville offensive line, but its aggressiveness was 
non-stop and that is something the coaches can't teach, it must come from 
within. Daleville made mincemeat out of the Elba secondary, but Louisville 
found things a bit more difficult as the Tigers limited the Devils to only 8 
completions in 25 tries, and picked off 3 passes. The secondary was quicker 
and reacted better against Louisville and may yet be the strength that was 
expected, 

The win over Louisville was badly needed for a young Elba team and 
hopefully will give the Tigers a shot of confidence it will most certainly 
need in upcoming games against Luverne, Opp and Pike County. Like 1 
wrote earlier, the Tigers weren't as bad as many thought after the Daleville 
loss and aren't as good as many now think after the big win over Louisville. 
True, Elba is a better team this week than it was two weeks ago; however, 
the Tigers must still get better each and every week in practice and in the 
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games to have a successful year, It can be done, and this week will show 
Just how far the Tigers have come in three weeks.

PHYSICAL CLOSENESS HELPS 
Carrying an infant in a soft body 
sling rather than a plastic carrier 
seems (0 strengthen the bond be- 
tween mother and infant. In a study 
conducted by researchers at Colum- 
bia University, one group of mothers 
were sent home from the hospital 
with the soft slings and another 
group with the portable plastic car- 
riers. The relationship between the 
mothers and infants was assessed 
when the babies were three and one- 
half months old and 13 months old. 
Even by the three and a half 
month evaluation, differences were 
noted. Mothers who used the soft 
carriers responded more often to 
their babies’ noises and had more vo- 


cal exchanges with them than moth- 
ers with the plastic carriers. At the 
13 - month point, the responsiveness 
was associated with more secure 
mother ~ child attachment. Eighty - 
three percent of the soft - carrier ba- 
bies were rated as securely attached, 
“compared with 38 percent of the 
plastic - carrier ififants. Using the 
soft carrier didn't affect the babies’ 
temperaments or development.

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Time Of Planting Critical 
To Winter Grazing Grasses

To a diversified farmer, particu. 
larly one who has peanuts and cattle, 
there are two items of business on 
their minds right now. One is to get 
his peanut harvest up out of the field 
and sold at a good price. The other is 
to try to get winter grazing planted 
before too much cold weather moves 
in, 

To help ease the mind of many of 
these folks, | felt it would be a good 
idea to talk a little about what re- 
search has told us in planting forage 
grasses. To start, let's tlk about 
wheat for just a second, One of the 
reasons I want to start with wheat is 
we will have to depend more on for- 
age wheat this year than in years 
past due to the shortage of rye. 
Wheat can be planted all of the way 
to November 15 here in south Ala- 
bama. Usually if you broadcast the 
seed, you need to get 60 to 90 
pounds to the acre out. If you drill it, 
you cut this to 60 to 75 pounds to the 
acre. If you are going to graze just 
wheat by itself, you can plant as 
much as 120 pounds to the acre, Ina 
mixturé you can hold it down to 
about 60 to 90 pounds to the acre. 
Wheat should be planted no more 
than an inch to two inches deep. 

Rye has much the same planting 
time as wheat. In fact, you might be 
able to go just a little later in plant- 
ing rye than you can with wheat and 
can also start, most of the time, a lit- 
ue earlier. The only problem in get- 
ting in too early with rye is if weath- 
er conditions get just right, it can 
head out in the late fall of the year. 
The rates on rye are very much like 
wheat. 

If you want late’ grazing, say on 
into May or June, the ryegrass is the 
forage grass that you would want to 
take a look at. Auburn research indi- 
cates the best time to plant ryegrass 
is the latter part of September. How- 
‘ever, here in the Peanut Belt it has 
been hard for us to plant that early 
due to peanut harvest. | have seen 
through my own observation as 
many farmers know we have planted 
as late as the latter part of October 
and even the first of November with 
quite a bit of success on ryegrass. 
My own personal opinion is that if 
you get much past the first week in 
November, you are running a risk of 
freeze damage on ryegrass. It has to 
grow for a few weeks before cold 
weather hits to develop any kind of 
tolerance. If you plant late, you may 
want to use the variety Marshall 
since this appears to be one of the 
best cold hardy varieties that we 
have. The rate on ryegrass if you 
broadcast is 20 to 30 pounds to the 
acre. If you mix ryegrass with other 
forage crops, you can lower that rate 
to 15 to 20 pounds to the acre. Rye- 
grass does not need to be planted as 
deep as rye wheat. It only needs to 
be about a half inch deep at the 
most. 

Another crop that does very well 
for us here in south Alabama is oats, 
They are very nutritious and cattle 
love the taste. The only problem 
with oats is if you have any sustaina- 
ble cold weather for any length of 
time, oats will winter kill, September 
through October is the best time to 
plant oats. If you are planting them 
for grain, you can go even 30 days 
later than this. I think oats are much 
like ryegrass. Planting much past the 


first part of November increases the 
risk of freeze damage. Let me stop 
right here and say there is nothing 
magic about these dates. Every year 
is different in the type of weather we 
gel, They are only guides set up by 
the research conducted, When plant- 
ing oats, their rate is much like 
Wheat and tye, Also, oats do very 
well al one to two inches deep,

THE ABC'S OF SMART 
AFTER-SCHOOL SNACKING 

Fall is here again, and that means 
back to school, After - school snack- 
ing, once considered an unhealthy 
practice, is making a comeback, 

For working parents, families on 
the go, and latch - key kids, snacking 
has become a way of life. While it 
shouldn't take the place of a meal, 
smart snacks can be a valuable mini 
- meal to help meet daily nutrient 
needs, 

For children and teens, it's tough 
to get enough calories and nutrients 
in just three traditional meals, After - 
school snacks can supply the extras 
necessary for active, growing young- 
slers, 

Wisely chosen snacks are an im- 
portant part of the day's food supply: 
-and should fit in with overall nutri- 
tion needs, And because we know 
that cating habits developed in child- 
hood and adolescence often last a 
lifetime, families need to promote 
healthy food choices, both at meals 
and snacks, 

So take snacks seriously, Picking 
and serving healthful snacks should 
be a top priority. The key? Limit 
snack options to the generally nutri- 
tious foods. Snacks should be filling, 
Satisl ying and provide "staying pow- 
er. 

To make the most of snack time, 
try these simple tips for parents and 
children: 

* Choose snacks that complement 
meals, It's best to balance the daily 
intake of fruits, vegetables, dairy

CARE OF SPANDEX FABRICS 

Spandex fabric is popular in 
Swimsuits and activewear such as 
Stirrup pants and biker shorts, These 
fabrics are perfect for vigorous use 
since they stretch and conform to the 
body and are resistant to body oils 
and suntan oils and lotions. Here are 
some tips for care of Spandex fab- 
rics, 

Spandex is sensitive to chlorine, 
Chlorine in swimming pools, as well 
as Chlorine bleach used for launder- 
ing, will cause the fabric to become 
yellow and deteriorate, When laun- 
dering Spandex, use a warm water 
wash and tumble dry on air dry or 
low temperature settings or allow the 
garment to air dry, Repeated drying 
in a dryer may cause the fabric to 
lose its elasticity,

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County Commission approves FY-92 budget

The Coffee County Commission 
approved a $5,033,089.00 budget for 
fiscal year 1992 in Monday's meet- 
ing. This represents the total budget 
for all the county funded depart- 
ments. 

Also, included in this FY-92 bud- 
gel are special appropriations to-oth- 
cr agencies that provide a service to 
county residents. 

One of the appropriations was to 
the libraries in the amount of $5,000. 
Several weeks ago, area librarians 


along with supporters appeared be- ' 


fore the commission when it was 
feared that no monies would be allo- 
cated to the libraries. Their appear- 
ance was successful, 

Other appropriations were made 
to youth, services, mental health, 
Vivian B. Adams School, health de- 
partment, Coffee Training Center, 
Human Resources, Animal shelter, 
extension service, Council on Aging, 
child homemakers and Pensions and 
Security.

A public hearing concerning the 
county's new landfill to be construct- 
ed in the near future was held at the 
courthouse in Elba last Monday 
morning. 

The purpose of the hearing was to 
allow the public to comment on a 
proposed revision to the permit ap- 
plication submitted to the Alabama 
Department of Environmental Man- 
agement (ADEM), 

The Coffee: County Commission 
proposes to expand the service area 
of the proposed sanitary landfill to 
include Barbour, Butler, Covington, 
Crenshaw, Dale Geneva, Henry, 
Houston, and Pike Counties. 

Originally, the permit application 
included only Coffee County as the 
service area. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton noted that this proposal was 
to allow the other nine counties to 
use the landfill if the commission 
chose to do so. It does not mean that 
all these counties will be using the 
landfill when it is constructed. 

Only one county resident, Wil- 
liam R, Crook who resides near the 
proposed site of the new landfill, 
was present at the hearing to com- 
ment on the proposal. 

The landfill is to be constructed 
just off Al. Hwy. 125 northeast of 
Elba on land recently purchased by 
the county for this purpose. 

Crook stated that he was con- 
cerned about the effect that the land- 
fill would have on the watershed into 
the Whitewater Creek and the wild- 
life in the area, 

“I saw the notice in the “paper 


Hearing held on landfill 


This year's budget is $1,041,258 
less than last year's budget. 

Last year's, FY-91, budget includ- 
ed almost $2,000,000 in FEMA 
(Federal Emergency Management 
Agency) funds. 

More than $2,200,000.00 of the 
total budget figure goes toward pay- 
ing salaries, 

In the FY-92 budget, the commis- 
sion allocated $2,656,832 for the 
gencral fund, $914,000 for the gaso- 
line (7¢) fund, $432,500 for the road 
and bridge fund, $502, 000 for the 
RRR gasoline (4¢) fund, $170,163 
for the public highway and traffic 
fund, $150,594 for mapping and ap- 
praisal fund, and $207,000 for sec- 
ondary roads, 

The highway department and the 
sheriffs department are the two 
highest funded departments in the 
county's operation, The expense of 
operating the jail is included in the 
sheriff department's budget. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose said, 
“A lot of work went into this budget. 
We had to cut some appropriations 
that we had been making. It was a 


about the meeting and I told people 
about the meeting (hearing),” said 
Crook, “and I don't see a one here. 
So evidently they're not very inter- 
ested are they?” 

Commissioner Jim Dubose said, 
“Illegal dumps located throughout 
the county are doing more damage to 
area streams than will the new land- 
fill.” 

“The new landfill will give us the 
ability to control these _ illegal 
dumps,” said Dubose. “We'll be able 
to do something to help our environ- 
ment. It will be a help.” 

Eagerton noted that the new land- 
fill will be of the latest design in 
construction having liners and cov- 


ers, The area will also be monitored] 


very closely with instruments and in- 
spected on a regular basis by ADEM 
personnel. 

County Engineer Mark Pool stat- 
ed that it will more than likely be 
necessary to allow other counties to 
used the landfill because of the oper- 
aling cost involved, 

He provided data which showed 
that it would cost an estimated 
$38.47 per ton to operate the land{ill 
if it is used by Coffee County resi- 
dent only. This is based on 71 tons 
of garbage per day being deposited 
in the facility. 

The data showed that operating 
cost would be $20.08 per ton if Cof- 
fee, Covington and Geneva Counties 
used the site, This figure is based on 
244 tons of waste. per day being de- 
posited at the site. 

Bottom line is that the more ton- 
nage of garbage deposited per day - 
the lower the operating cost. 

With no other public comments, 
Eagerton concluded the hearing. 


matter Ol raising taxes or cutting ser- 
vices and nobody wanted to see their 
taxes raised.”

Voting for the measure were 
Commissioners Dubose, Stephens, 
Bradley and Crittenden. Eagerton 
voled against payment with Faulk 
and Averett abstaining. 

This is to be a one-time payment 
only, Itwas stipulated that these two 
individuals will not be eligible for 
future comp time payment, 

The Peoples Bank of Elba was 
designated as the county depository 
for FY-92. Only one other bank in 
the county, SouthTrust, quoted inter- 
est earning rates and loan rates to be 
considered by the commission in se- 
lecting a depository for county 
funds. 

Commissioners set Sunday, Octo- 
ber 6, as the date for open house of 
the new county jail. The hours will 
be from 2 to 4 p.m. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 


requested that the commission go on 
record as asking Kenneth Ball to 
open a satellite health facility in Elba 
as soon as the commission vacates 
the old health building. 

Commissioner Sid Averett com- 
mented that Ball had indicated that a 
possibility of implementing a day 
care for the elderly in the facility ex- 
isted, but was it not a certainty. 

The commissions agreed that they 
wanted the building utilized for 
some type of health related facility 
once it is made vacant by the county, 


Other action taken by the com- 
mission included the following: 

***Tabled the bids on crushed 
stone for the highway department 
until the next mecting. Two bids 
were received, one from Southeast 
Material of Birmingham and the oth- 
er one from Dravo Co. 

*** Awarded the bid for concrete 
panels to Sherman of Birmingham, 
Their total bid was $19,468.00. This 
is an annual bid based on estimated 
usage, 


***The bid for the leveling of 


various road sites throughout the 
county was awarded to S & C Mate- 
rials of Elba. Amount of the bid was 
$24,500;00. 

***Signed resolution requesting 
expansion of landfill to service nine 
counties other than just Coffee 
County. The original permit request 
to ADEM was for Coffee County to 
be the only county serviced by the 
new landfill. 

***Stipulated that all job open- 
ings with the county be advertised in 
at least one newspaper in each divi- 
sion of the county.

Bradshaw's forgery trial ends in guilty plea

A trial that had lasted more. than 
three days ended Friday afternoon in 
a guilty plea. 

Tammy Bradshaw, age 29, en- 
tered a guilty plea to 40 counts of 
forgery in the third-degree. Original- 
ly, she had been charged with 80 
counts of forgery in the second- 
degree. 

She was sentenced to thirty days 
in the county jail (suspended), or- 
dered to pay court costs in one case, 
and the remaining 40 counts were 
nol-prossed with cost remitted. No 
restitution was ordered. 

During the trial which began 
Monday afternoon, September 16, 
the prosecution had attempted to 
show that Mrs. Bradshaw had forged 
her husband's name, Don Bradshaw, 
on numerous (80) checks drawn on a 
Bradshaw Pest Control Payroll Ac- 
count at SouthTrust Bank in Elba, 
Assistant District Attorney Al Smith 
argued that she had done so without 
Mr. Bradshaw's knowledge and con- 
sent. 


According to testimony, Mrs. 
Bradshaw had been placed in charge 
of making’ payroll checks for the 
company, for .which, her husband 
worked. 

The attorneys for the defense, G, 
A. Lindsey and Warren Rowe, con- 
tended that Mrs. Bradshaw had been 
given the authority to sign the 
checks and that this was known by 
both her husband, Don, and her fa- 
ther-in-law, Rex Bradshaw, who was 
said to be the sole owner of Brad- 
shaw Pest Control. 

The defense further argued that 
Don Bradshaw not only worked for 
the company but was an equal part- 
ner in the business as well. 

Several of the checks (38) were 
made out to cash for amounts just 
over two hundred dollars each and 
were cashed by Mrs. Bradshaw. She 
alleged that the cash was given to 
one Paul Cain. He stated that he did 
not receive the money. 

Cain was allegedly working for 
Bradshaw Pest Control, but due to a 
court injunction he was being paid in 
cash. The injunction was filed by 
Copter Pest Control with which Cain 


City council adopts news budget and gives raises

The Elba City Council officially 
adopted rate increases in garbage 
pick-up and sewage fees Monday 
night after putting a cap on the resi- 
dential sewage fees at $12.00 per 
month. 
Earlier this month the council had 
heard a recommendation for the in- 
creases from a committee appointed 


by Mayor Fred Moore. The group 
had been instructed to review the fi- 
nancial condition of the city and rec- 
ommend ways to fill the void. 

Effective immediately the mini- 
mum sewage rates will be $6.00 plus 
80¢ per one thousand gallons of wa- 
ter used ... over 3,000 gallons. This 
is equal to a maximum of $12.00 per 
month, 

Commercial accounts will not be 
eligible for the $12.00 cap on sew- 
age fees, 


The budget breakdown is with $775,100 going to adminstra- 


tion, This includes the cost of 


garbage pick-up, salaries inthe 


office, auditors, attornies, insurance, election expense and 
flood replacement expense still ongoing; $380,500 for the po- 
lice department; $275,000 for the street department; $159,500 
for debt retirement; $127,500 for capital expenditures, includ- 
ing $100,000 for street paving,;$117,900 to appropriations 
such aslibrary, rescue squad, senior citizens, Elba city schools, 
reserve center, arts alliance, etc.; recration at $113,800 and the 


fire department at $60,000. 


The garbage fees for residential 
users will increase from $6.00 to 
$9.00 per month, 

Commercial rates for those with 
volume of 2 cubic yards or less will 


be $12.00. Over that amount will be . 


billed on a scale, based on the vol- 
ume and time needed to pick-up the 
trash and/or garbage. 

A $2,009,300 budget for the new 
year was adopted. It was almost 
identical to the rough draft passed 
Out two weeks ago with one excep- 
tion. The Water and Electric budget 
will be approved separately 

The fire department was in- 
creased $12,000, The extra money 
was placed in salaries, bringing this 
total to $42,000, However firemen 
will not automatically receive the 
funds as firemen are paid per fire at- 
tended. The only approved exception 
to this policy is that the chief re- 
ceives pay regardless of his attend- 
ing every fire. 

The $12,000 for the fire depart- 
ment was taken from police depart- 
ment salaries, 

The new budget includes provi- 
sions an increase of 5% in salaries 
for full time employees, The council 
accepied the recommendation of 
Mayor Moore and made the pay rais- 
es $15.00 per week for all employ- 
ees, Moore explained that if a per- 
centage figure were used, higher 
paid employees would receive much 
more than the lower paid workers, 

The raises will be effective on 
November Ist. 

Sales taxes and privilege licenses 
for the past year have up considera- 
bly from previous years, This is due 
in part to the tremendous amount of 
construction and remodeling going 


on following the 1990 flood. 

Jim Driscoll reported on progress 
at the Carl Folsom airport. He told 
council members that a contract has 
been signed to construct ten addi- 
tional T-hangers at the airport. Fund- 
ing for this construction was a loan 
to the Airport Authority from Na- 
tional Security Insurance,

had supposedly signed a two year 
non-compete agreement upon leav- 
ing the company. 

Other checks supposedly written 
by Mrs, Bradshaw were made out to 
cash, herself and her husband, Don 
Bradshaw. She allegedly forged 
those as well and obtained the cash 
and/or deposited the monies into her 
personal checking account at The 
Peoples Bank in Elba. 

The state's attorney contended 
that Mrs. Bradshaw was using funds 
obtained from Bradshaw Pest Con- 
trol to cover "bad checks" that she 
had written on her personal account, 

During testimony, Mrs. Bradshaw 
did not deny signing the checks, but 
stated it was known by both her hus- 
band and father-in-law that she was 
doing so. 

She also stated that numerous oth- 
er checks were written from that 
same payroll account in the very 
same way, but that she with was not 
charged with forging those. 

The alleged forgery was discov- 
ered when Bradshaw Pest Control 
was notified that they were delin- 
quent in paying their taxes. Records 
were being checked by the compa- 
ny's accountant, Mrs. Jean Spurlin, 
in an attempt to verify that the taxes 
had been paid. 

It had been Mrs. Bradshaw's re- 
sponsibility to remit the taxes de- 
ducted from the payroll account. 

A jury of eight women and three 
men received the case on Thursday 
afternoon (Sept. 19) after hearing 
three days of testimony. 

After deliberating for approxi- 
mately four hours, the jury's foreman 
reported to Circuit Judge John Craw- 
ley that they were unable to render a 
unanimous verdict. 


The judge asked them to continue 
to deliberate after telling them that 
no other jury would be more quali- 
fied to render a just verdict than they 
were, 

The jury continued their delibera- 
tion until 7 p.m. Thursday before go- 
ing home for the night. 

On Friday morning, members of 
the jury returned to the courthouse 
and continued deliberation. 


Jury asks to 
hear testimony 
again 


Shortly before noon, they came 
out of the jury room and asked the 
judge if they might hear the testimo- 
ny of Tammy, Don and Rex Brad- 
shaw once again. 

Judge Crawley at first denied the 
jury's request, but after asking them 
if they thought that it might help 
them to reach a verdict in the case he 
reconsidered, 

He asked the jury to return to the 
jury room and take a vole as to 
whether or not the hearing of the tes- 
timony would enable them to render 
a unanimous decision. 

While the jury was still out, the 
state's attorney and defense's attor- 
neys came to an agreement in set- 
tling the case. 

When asked about the guilty plea 
entered by his client, Attorney G. A. 
Lindsey said, “It was done so in or- 
der to cut her (Tammy's) risk in an- 
other trial rather than as an admis- 
sion of guilt,” 

Mrs. Bradshaw and her co- 
defense attorney, Warren Rowe, con- 
curred with Lindsey's statement.
